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DRUG PROBLEM 

Cuts allow drugs to flood into all-female prison 


A cash-strapped prison where one 
in seven inmates are suspected of 
using, supplying or carrying drugs 
lacks the resources and will to ef¬ 
fectively tackle its culture of sub¬ 
stance abuse, a new report warns. 

An annual report published by in¬ 
spectors from the Independent 
Monitoring Board (IMB), which re¬ 
ports back to the Ministry of Jus¬ 
tice, found that drugs are rife in the 
all-female Downview Prison, in 
Banstead. 

Inspectors said their primary 
concern is the “the ready availabili¬ 
ty of illegal drugs” in the prison

and that there is an “apparent lack 
of will” to ensure the prison’s man¬ 
agement - the National Offender 
Management Service (NOMS) - can 
tackle the issue effectively. 

Members of the IMB were given 
unrestricted access when they vis¬ 
ited some of the 355 prisoners. 

The key weaknesses it identified 
were: 

□ Sniffer dogs being removed as a 
cost-saving measure 

□ No working x-ray machine to 


check post coming into the prison 

□ A CCTV camera in the visiting 
hall not being used 

□ Prisoners released on a day or 
weekend licence not routinely 
searched on their return due to 
staff shortages 

It stated: “Out of the 350 plus pris¬ 
oners at Downview, on average, 50 
are suspected of being involved 
with drugs, either as suppliers, car¬ 
riers or users. 

“Although a coherent drug reduc¬ 
tion strategy has recently been de¬ 
vised with Surrey Police, we are 
not convinced, given a woeful lack 


of resources, that the measures 
will be routinely and relentlessly 
applied.” 

The report continued: “In recent 
months some progress has been 
made by borrowing dogs from HMP 
Isis and Surrey Police have been 
very proactive with their Iontrack 
and Beanfeast initiatives. 

“We are, however, worried that 
this recent activity will be short¬ 
lived and once the initial impact 
has had an effect, things will be 
scaled back.”

Two floors damaged in 
house fire ‘nightmare’

Residents have spoken of their 
midnight ordeal after a mystery 
blaze tore through two floors of a 
house and a shed on Friday night. 

Epsom firefighters were called 
to the fire in Bloomsbury Close, 
Epsom, at 12.45am, and spent 
seven hours extinguishing it. The 
ground and first floors were 
severely damaged and the shed in 
the back garden was destroyed. 

The occupant of the house next 
door, who did not want to be 
named, said she did not know the 
cause of the fire, and thought she 
was having a “nightmare” when 
she was woken up at 12.30am by a 
man and a woman “belting out for 
me to get out of my house”. 

She said: “They were nice to 
knock. Maybe my house would 
have blown up. It was terrible. 

“I never want to experience this 
again. I thought I was dreaming. 

“I thought it was a nightmare -

it was like being in a film. 

“The family must have been 
inside at the time as one of them 
came out in her pyjamas.” 

Part of the neighbour’s garden 
fence, the paving slabs in her gar¬ 
den, the skirting on the outside of 
the back of her house and her 
flowers were also damaged by the 
fire. 

She said she spent two hours 
outside before being allowed to 
return to her house. 

Another Bloomsbury Close 


resident, who lives three doors 
away, said: “The first thing I 
heard was ‘bang, bang, bang’ on 
my door and people telling me to 
get out of my house. We came out¬ 
side and waited and it wasn’t half 
cold. 

“All you could see was smoke 
coming out this way, but round 
here it’s just one of those things. 

“The police and the firemen re¬ 
ally did a good job.” 

A resident of Andover Close, 
who lives opposite the house, 
said: “It was definitely a big fire, I 
saw the flames going right up the 
top of the house. 

“The family were in there at the 
time. They must have gotten out 
quite quickly. 

“I heard it was caused by a fault 
with electrics.” 

It is not known what caused the 
fire. An Epsom fire officer said 
the fire spread to the shed from 
the house, while a Leatherhead 
firefighter said it was a shed fire 
which turned into a house fire.

Nearly 60 per cent of staff at 
Epsom, St Helier and Sutton 
hospitals would be happy for 
friends and relatives to be 
treated there, according to a 
new survey. 

The finding was published in 
Epsom and St Helier Trust’s 
2012 national NHS staff sur¬ 
vey, an annual report conduct¬ 
ed to discover how NHS 
employees throughout Eng¬ 
land felt about their work and 
the organisations they work 
for. 

The survey also showed that 
staff at the three hospitals 


believed they were able to con¬ 
tribute towards improvements 
at work and that they worked 
effectively as a team. 

On the downside, 30 per cent 
of staff said they had experi¬ 
enced harassment, bullying or 
abuse from other staff in the 
previous year, compared with 
a national average of 24 per 
cent, and an above average 
number of staff said they had 
experienced discrimination at 
work. 

Matthew Hopkins, the trust’s 
chief executive, said: “The 
NHS staff survey is an 


excellent barometer for what 
our staff think of working for 
our hospitals and the NHS. 

“I am very pleased to see we 
are among the best in the 
country for our staff feeling 
satisfied with their quality of 
their work and with the level 
of patient care they are able to 
deliver. 

“This is one of the survey’s 
most important questions. 

“There are of course areas 
where we could improve, in¬ 
cluding ensuring immediate 
line managers give staff all the 
support they need.” 
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Law firm to investigate 
hospital ‘abuse’ claims 


A law firm specialising in 
human rights has announced 
it is investigating complaints 
that Epsom Hospital may have 
violated the rights of two el¬ 
derly patients. 

In the wake of the Francis 
Inquiry into the Mid Stafford¬ 
shire NHS Trust and Stafford 
Hospital, where it is estimated 
that as many as 1,200 people 
died unnecessarily between 
2005 and 2008, many of them el¬ 
derly, the company that repre¬ 
sented the victims announced 
it is now acting for 116 patients 
across the country, including 
two at Epsom. 

Human rights lawyer, Emma 
Jones, at London-based solici¬ 
tors Leigh Day, said the com¬ 
plaints against the hospital are 
in the “very early stages” and 
that Epsom and St Helier Hos¬ 
pital Trust has not yet been

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informed. 

She said she is looking into 
“whether the complaints could 
have contravened Articles 3 
and 8 of the European Conven¬ 
tion on Human Rights”. Article 
3 of the Convention, to which 
the UK is party through the 
Human Rights Act, prohibits 
torture, inhuman and degrad¬ 
ing treatment, and Article 8 
safeguards the right to respect 
for a private and family life. 

Ms Jones said the first com¬ 
plaint alleges the accident and 
emergency department at 
Epsom Hospital turned away 
an elderly woman “who was in 
so much pain she could not 
open her eyes, and died 48 
hours later from a stroke”. 

She said the second 


complaint alleges that an el¬ 
derly patient died on an un¬ 
named ward in Epsom 
Hospital after “serious failings 
in the basic level of care”. 

Ms Jones said: “What the 
loved ones of these people have 
said to me is that much of the 
treatment their relatives re¬ 
ceived was disgusting. 

“It seems that the issues 
raised in the Francis Inquiry 
are quite widespread and we 
need to address the issues as 
soon as possible so the NHS be¬ 
comes a service of which we 
can be proud.” 

The findings of the Francis 
Inquiry were published in 
February and assessed the 
level of care provided at 
Stafford Hospital, which saw 
patients being left to sit in fae¬ 
ces for extended periods of 
time, and food and drink being 


placed purposefully out of 
reach, leading thirsty patients 
to drink out of flower vases. 

It concluded, for many pa¬ 
tients, the most basic elements 
of care had been neglected. 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
St Helier Hospital Trust said: 
“These are very serious allega¬ 
tions and we have written 
today to Leigh Day to ask for 
more information. 

“While it is difficult to com¬ 
ment with such limited infor¬ 
mation, we would remind 
people that a recent review of 
Epsom Hospital by the Govern¬ 
ment’s health watchdog, the 
Care Quality Commission, 
found it to be fully compliant 
with all necessary standards. 

“This concluded patients 
were treated with respect and 
the care they received met 
their needs.” 


Grayling ‘not after top 
job at next election’ 


Jail for heroin smuggler 


Epsom’s MP has rub¬ 
bished reports that he is 
jockeying for David 
Cameron’s job after the 
next election. 

The Daily Mirror 
claimed on Wednesday 
that Chris Grayling, who 
is Secretary of State for 
Justice, along with Home 
Secretary Theresa May, 
and Defence Secretary 
Philip Hammond, all have 
support to replace Mr 
Cameron as the party’s 
leader if the Conserva¬ 
tives lose the next general 
election in 2015, according 
to website Conservative- 
Home. 

But Mr Grayling brand¬ 
ed the claims as 
“nonsense”. 


He said: “There’s no ring 
and I don’t have a hat to 
throw in. 

“It’s media tittle-tattle. 
There’s no vacancy for the 
position of leader. We will 
fight the next general elec¬ 
tion with David Cameron 
as our leader.” 

Mr Grayling, 50, has 
been MP for Epsom and 
Ewell since 2001. He 
served as Shadow Home 
Secretary, Shadow Secre¬ 
tary of State for Work and 
Pensions, and Shadow 
Leader of the House of 
Commons in opposition. 

He became Minister for 
Employment after the last 
election and was promoted 
to Justice Secretary in 
September.

Worcester Park restaura¬ 
teur Brendan Conrad, 40, 
was stopped by police at the 
docks in Dover after he ar¬ 
rived on a ferry from Calais 
in his Audi on May 17 last 
year. 

He told officers he was re¬ 
turning from a trip to Brus¬ 
sels where he had been 
looking at a Turkish restau¬ 
rant he was thinking of buy¬ 
ing - but when officers 
checked his car they found 
1.5kg of heroin hidden in the 
side panel of his car’s boot. 

Conrad, formerly known as 
Kamil Guray Gumas and of 
Central Road, admitted drug 
importation at Canterbury 
Crown Court on Monday, 
February 18, and was 
sentenced to five years in jail 
last week. 


Breach of order 

A former miniature train driver has 
pleaded not guilty to breaching his sexu¬ 
al offences prevention order. 

Gary Graham Peach, 25, of Crichton 
Avenue, Wallington, is accused of being 
in the company of someone under 18, 
which he is prohibited from doing by the 
order made against him on 22 June, 2011. 

The alleged offence took place on 19 
February this year at High Beeches, 
Banstead. He is due to appear again on 
April 11 at Croydon Magistrates’ Court.

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Captions aiming to capture 
Epsom’s spirit have been put 
up on the station facade, to the 
disgust of many residents. 

The slogans are part of the 
Faces of Epsom - a controver¬ 
sial art installation designed 
by Nick Jameson, an ex-stu- 
dent of the University for the 
Creative Arts (UCA) in Epsom, 
as part of a competition agreed 
by the station’s developers, 
Solum Regenation, and Epsom 
Council. 

In November, two of the 
three councillors consulted on 
the faces condemned them as 
“hideous” and said it was not 
what they had approved or 
wanted. 

And 70 per cent of those who 
took part in a poll on this 
paper’s website said they hated 
the design, questioning why 
there had been no public 
consultation. 

The captions, each of which 
are repeated a number of 
times on permanent plaques, 
are proving equally unpopular 
due to issues with their 


content, punctuation, gram¬ 
mar and whether they will re¬ 
main relevant in the future. 

But a spokesman for Solum 
Regeneration said: “We are de¬ 
lighted with the way the art¬ 


work appears on the new sta¬ 
tion building - it makes the 
building interesting and gives 
it a more distinct character. 

“We have also had a very pos¬ 
itive response from passersby 


and station users who like it. 

”As part of the planning 
agreement with Epsom Coun¬ 
cil, Solum agreed the new de¬ 
velopment would incorporate 
public art, chosen from a com¬ 
petition of students at UCA. 

“Councillors were involved in 
choosing the winning design. 

“In 2011, Nick Jameson man¬ 
aged a stand in the town centre 
giving residents the unique op¬ 
portunity of signing up to this 
ground-breaking art project. 

“The images and quotes are 
taken directly from residents 
that signed up and were ap¬ 
proved by the council.” 

A UCA spokesman said the 
competition was a fantastic op¬ 
portunity for its students to 
test themselves with a real- 
world project and create a 
piece of art for the town. 

He said: “We are always look¬ 
ing for new ways to collaborate 
with the community to put our 
students and staff’s skills to 
good use and give something 
back to a town we are so proud 
to be a part of.”

acquired by the council in 
2004. 

The council is now invit¬ 
ing interested parties to sit 
as trustees on the commu¬ 
nity trust. A spokesman 
said it cannot afford to pay 
to run the chapel and if 


people do not step forward 
there is a “real danger” it 
could be lost to the com¬ 
mercial sector. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, 
chairman of the council’s 
strategy and resources 
committee said: “Ideally 
we would like a local com¬ 
munity group to set-up 
and run the chapel for, and 
on behalf of, the local com¬ 
munity - perhaps renting 
part of the building or let¬ 
ting it out for specific peri¬ 
ods to a commercial 
operation to help finance 
the community use.” 

All interested parties 
must contact the council 
by March 15. 


Consultation 


Angry residents are demanding 
their voices be heard after con¬ 
demning the consultation pro¬ 
cess for a proposed housing 
development for homeless 
youngsters as a “disgrace”. 

Sanctuary Supported Living 
(SSL), a branch of housing 
provider Sanctuary Group, sub¬ 
mitted a planning application to 
Epsom Council on December 12, 
for a “young persons’ support 
and accommodation facility” in 
East Street, Epsom. 

Vacant office building, 
Shaftesbury House, would be 
demolished and £5m spent to 
create 45 single-person flats, 
with the young residents being 
provided with “training and 
support to enable them to se¬ 
cure future employment 
opportunities”. 

Councillors will decide on the 
development on March 14. 

But residents believe the de¬ 
velopment would increase 
crime, antisocial behaviour, 
noise and disruption, create 
traffic and parking implica¬ 
tions, and decrease property 
values. They fear the proposal is 
being quietly waved through 
and insist the developers have 
not consulted enough. 

They claim: 

□ Not enough time has been 
spent consulting with residents 

□ Only a small number of resi¬ 
dents were informed of an open 
day on the plans held at the 
Ebbisham Centre in November, 
contrary to what is claimed by 
Sanctuary Group

Addressing residents’ worries 
in January, Stuart Kitchenside, 
SSL area service manager, de¬ 
fended the £5m development, 
saying it was not a “homeless 
shelter” for “people coming off 
the streets” and that it would 
only house youngsters from 
Epsom and Ewel looking to bet¬ 
ter their situations. 

But one resident said: “The 
developer’s consultants submit¬ 
ted a 41-page statement of com¬ 
munity engagement in order to 
give the process a veneer of ac¬ 
ceptability, so late in the process 
it will not be seen or questioned 
by most local residents. 

“It adds insult to injury for 
local residents who have been 
treated as obstacles to over¬ 
come or avoided.” 

A petition against the devel¬ 
opment, led by the East Street 
Residents’ Group now has 300 
about signatures. 

Group member Ciaran Fox 
said its biggest challenge has 
been the “limited amount of 
time to raise awareness of the 
development”.

The Iontrack initiative in¬ 
volves the use of drug detec¬ 
tion wands and the Beanfeast 
imitative involves the random 
stopping and searching of 
traffic on the roads leading to 
the prison. 

Some “marked improve¬ 
ments” in the Josephine But¬ 
ler unit, for those aged 15 and 
18, were also noted. 

But the report said that 
while the prison’s governor, 
Louise Spencer, is aware of 
IMB’s concerns she is “con¬ 
strained by NOMS from ob¬ 
taining the necessary 
resources to deal methodical¬ 
ly with the situation without 
jeopardising other essential 
services”. 

It added: “Drugs are not just 
highly detrimental to users, 
but their presence also affects 
non-using prisoners whose 
lives are often disrupted by 
both bullying and reactive 


security measures.” 

A prison service spokesman 
said it is using “drug dogs and 
x-ray machines to further dis¬ 
rupt the supply of drugs into 
the prison”. 

He added: “Last year less 
than 4 per cent of prisoners at 
Downview tested positive for 
illicit drugs, but we’re deter¬ 
mined to do more.” 

Justice Secretary and 
Epsom’s MP, Chris Grayling, 
said there are measures “in 
the pipeline” to tackle the 
“constant battle” of drugs in 
prisons, but is not yet able to 
give details. 

He said: “Drugs in prison is 
a huge problem for us. 

“There is a very big effort 
made to get drugs smuggled 
into prison to the extent 
where we have had dead ani¬ 
mals being thrown over the 
prison walls which are stuffed 
with 
drugs. 

“It is a 


big challenge and there is no 
easy answer. 

“There are already things in 
place such as sniffer dogs and 
special chairs to check that 
prisoners are not smuggling 
in drugs in any part of their 
anatomy, but it’s a constant 
battle. 

“We have to accept that 
there is less money and a 
huge pressure to provide ser¬ 
vices, but this is a priority 
area for us. 

“It is not my intention to re¬ 
duce the services to tackle 
drugs in prison.” 

Banstead’s MP Crispin 
Blunt, who was prisons minis¬ 
ter until September, said the 
removal of sniffer dogs from 
Downview was not put to him 
for clearance because this 
was an ‘operational’ issue 
requiring an “operational 
response”. 


He said: “It shouldn’t really 
be for ministers to start trying 
to second guess people whose 
professional responsibility it 
is to secure the prison from 
drugs.” 

He said that during his time 
as prisons minister, the ad¬ 
vancement of scanning tech¬ 
nology and the development 
of drug-free wings and drug 
recovery wings were being 
explored. 

He added: “The truth is 
every prison is going to be a 
target for drugs and 60 per 
cent of prisoners will have 
been using drugs before going 
to prison.” 

In 2010, Downview was 
ranked as the worst female 
prison for quality of prison 
life with only 21 per cent of 
prisoners giving it a rating of 
six or above - a figure which 
has improved to 43 per cent.

said residents have been ade¬ 
quately consulted. 

He said: “We spoke to a num¬ 
ber of individuals and organisa¬ 
tions ahead of submitting the 
planning application, including 
writing to 165 households to in¬ 
vite them to a drop in session, 
which about 30 people attended, 
and we adjusted our plans 
based on their feedback. 

“The council’s planning ap¬ 
plication consultation has had 
around 150 responses, a very 
healthy number, which to us is a 
sign that the process is working 
as it should. Through the plan¬ 
ning application process we’ve 
seen a number of residents 
raise concerns that having a 
supported housing service for 
young people in Epsom may 
lead to an increase in anti-social 
behaviour, drug abuse, and 
other crime but we want to 
reassure them that our plans 
are to create a facility aimed at 


motivated local young people 
who need a bit of extra help to 
work towards independence. 

“This would include guidance 
on finances and life skills, and 
supporting them with educa¬ 
tion, training and employment 
opportunities” 

A council spokesman said no¬ 
tices were displayed and an ad¬ 
vertisement placed in the 
Epsom Guardian. He said let¬ 
ters were sent to 138 residents. 

He said: “As of the end of 
February, 79 letters of objec¬ 
tion, as well as a petition with 85 
signatories, have been received 
however a lot of these specify an 
objection to a ‘homeless shelter’. 

“Although the public consul¬ 
tation has formally ended, the 
council will still consider resi¬ 
dents views submitted before 
March 14.”

Police warning over 
serial bag snatcher 


Female drivers beware, a thief 
has snatched eight handbags 
from passing cars in recent days. 

The man has struck repeatedly 
across Mole Valley and 
Elmbridge. 

After spotting a handbag on the 
seat of a stationary or slow mov¬ 
ing car he opens the door and 
grabs it, usually when the victims 
are inside. 

At least eight thefts are believed 
to have taken place since Monday, 
February 25, with the majority of 
them taking place at the 
weekend. 

The incidents all took place be¬ 
tween 5pm and 9pm and the vic¬ 
tims range in age from 18 to 74.

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Gardeners band together 
to fight allotment proposal

Angry allotment holders have 
banded together to fight plans 
to sell their beloved plots to 
developers. 

Green Hearts campaign 
group opposes the plans that 
could result in the Barnett 
Wood Lane allotments site 
next to the Leatherhead by¬ 
pass being turned into a retail 
park, hotel or new homes. 

Mole Valley Council is mar¬ 
keting the 10-acre allotment 
site in partnership with Mer¬ 
ton College, Oxford, which 
owns adjacent greenbelt land. 

A Green Hearts spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Outrage is growing 
from a sense of shock and sad¬ 
ness in the hearts of allot¬ 
ment holders at Barnett Wood 
Lane Allotments.” 

The group said the 100 plots 
were the last remaining part 
of Poor’s Allotments, which 
has been cultivated since the 
1860s. 

She said: “Our district coun¬ 
cil plan to destroy all we and 
our forebears have created.” 

If the development goes 
ahead then the allotments 
will be relocated to a 14-acre 
site on the other side of 


the M25. 

The campaigners criticise 
the proposed site as down¬ 
wind of the motorway, water¬ 
logged, full of clay soil and 
noisy. 

She said: “This unsuitable 
land is 15 minutes further to 
walk.” 

Allotment holder Susan 
Pearce from Leatherhead 
spoke out against moving the 
site and said: “That’s a little 
oasis in the middle of roads. It 


works just perfectly as it is.” 

But council leader Council¬ 
lor Chris Townsend said the 
relocation would actually be 
an improvement because the 
site would be bigger and have 
better facilities. 

Coun Townsend said: “It’s 
not that far from where they 
are. But someone with an al¬ 
lotment will be concerned and 
understandably so.” 

He said the new site was 
good arable land and allot¬ 


ment holders could request 
sheds and other facilities such 
as water and washing areas. 

He said: “It’s down to them. 
Whatever they ask for they 
should be able to get.” 

Of the proposed develop¬ 
ment, he said: “I’m open 
minded. Let’s see what inter¬ 
est there is.” 

Andy Smith, director of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England’s Surrey branch, 
spoke out against selling 
greenbelt land owned by Mer¬ 
ton College for potential de¬ 
velopment. 

Mr Smith said: “This mar¬ 
keting of the site while at pre¬ 
sent not being able to develop 
there is really putting the cart 
before the horse. 

“These fields are just as im¬ 
portant as the areas of out¬ 
standing natural beauty in 
the Surrey Hills because they 
are positioned to stop two 
towns merging.” 

But Councillor Townsend 
said: “You certainly won’t be 
building on these field in the 
way they are describing. 

“The gap between Ashtead 
and Leatherhead will remain 
and won’t disappear. There 
will be motorway between for 
a start.” 


Views on allotment proposals 


Green Hearts campaigner 
Jenny Day said: “I think it’s 
absolutely disgusting. The site 
they have offered us is an in¬ 
sult to an allotment holder. It 
will be unsafe and is in the 
middle of nowhere.” 

Ms Day described the cur¬ 
rent allotment site as the best 
soil in Leatherhead. 

She said: “150 years of culti¬ 
vation and that’s what they 
want to concrete over. We 
have never needed an allot¬ 
ment association before but 
we need one now to fight this.”

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MP is ready to fight 
for better healthcare

An MP is working to make sure 
sick people are not left without 
proper healthcare close to home if 
Epsom Hospital is downgraded. 

Banstead MP Crispin Blunt said 
that a new GP clinic should be 
created to replace one in an un¬ 
suitable building, allowing it to 
offer assessment and treatment 
for residents. 

Mr Blunt has told clinicians 
running a major review into the 
future of Epsom and south-west 
London hospitals about the need 
to move Longcroft Clinic, in 
Woodmansterne Lane, Banstead, 
and bring in more services, such 
as x-rays and scans. 

The healthcare review, known 
as Better Services, Better Value, 
looks set to recommend the loss 
of the accident and emergency 
departments at Epsom and St He- 
lier Hospitals. 

Mr Blunt said: “If the review 
ends up heading in the direction 
it looks likely to, you can’t then 
leave the people of Banstead not 
only with less proximity to their 
major centre of secondary health 
but totally inadequate primary 
care.” 

Mr Blunt said there were on¬ 
going discussions with the prima¬ 
ry care trust over the clinic 
premises, that he claims are not 
fit for purpose and fail to meet the 
requirements of the disabilities 
act. 

He said: “There is the opportu¬ 
nity to considerably improve the 
provision of primary care in 
Banstead and I will be working to 
support the clinic and get that

recognised in Better Services, 
Better Value.” 

Mr Blunt said he refused to get 
involved in a political game over 
the future of Epsom and St Heli- 
er Hospitals. 

He said: “My duty is to make 
sure my constituents have access 
to the best possible primary and 
secondary health care. 

“That does not necessarily 
mean it’s the closest to them. 

“One has to recognise there is 
only a certain amount of money 
to go around and secondary 
health care is improving, but it is 
moving to bigger centres.” 


He said it was in people’s 
interests to go to hospitals where 
doctors were real experts in their 
fields, although 24-hour minor 
injuries units were also needed. 

When asked about his views on 
efforts to save Epsom Hospital, 
he said: “Save Epsom hospital as 
what? 

“If they want to recreate St 
George’s, Tooting, at Epsom 
that’s super, but they had better 
tell me how they are going to do 
it.” 

Mr Blunt said that health ex¬ 
perts should be allowed to find an 
answer to the “wretched prob¬ 
lem” facing Epsom and St Helier 
Hospitals. 

He said: “The clinicians and 
health economists should be able 
to get on and make a decision free 
of political interference. 

“And they should explain why 
this solution is the best for them 
in terms of delivery of health ser¬ 
vices given the budget and re¬ 
sources available.” 

He said the Better Services, Bet¬ 
ter Value panel should not be 
pulled in every conceivable direc¬ 
tion to satisfy particular political 
lobby groups. 

But he also questioned the way 
it was set up, and said the accusa¬ 
tion could be made that it looks 
like one group of doctors being in 
a position to get themselves more 
business at the expense of anoth¬ 
er group. 

He said: “I would have much 
greater confidence if there was 
much more strategic direction 
rather than vested interest groups 
both of service providers and 
health service consumers, 
patients.”

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MP to meet minister 
on Zone 6 campaign

The fight to get Epsom station 
into Zone 6 will move up a gear 
this week when MP Chris 
Grayling meets the Government’s 
transport minister to discuss the 
change. 

Epsom’s MP was due to meet 
Norman Baker on Wednesday to 
discuss getting the station into a 
London zone, which would mean 
commuters through Epsom could 
use an Oyster Card - a change the 
Epsom Guardian has been cam¬ 
paigning for since last May. 

Signatures for this newspaper’s 
online petition for Zone 6 contin¬ 
ue to come in every week, show¬ 
ing the importance of the issue to 
residents, students and com¬ 
muters. Mr Grayling said organ¬ 
ising a meeting with Mr Baker 
had taken longer than expected 
due to the Department for Trans¬ 
port’s handling of the West Coast 
mainline franchise. 

He said: “I am meeting with 
Norman Baker to see if Epsom 
can be moved into Zone 6 in the 
short-term, or if Zone 6 can be 
written into the station’s fran¬ 
chise agreement when it next 
comes up for renewal.” 

The issue of Zone 6 for Epsom 
was raised at a meeting of Epsom 
Council in December, at which 
Councillor Jean Smith, the

chairwoman of the council’s envi¬ 
ronment committee, said she 
would write to Transport for Lon¬ 
don (TfL), on behalf of the coun¬ 
cil, to make the case for change. 

She has since written to London 
Mayor Boris Johnson, who is 
head of TfL, arguing that both 
Tattenham Corner and Epsom 
Downs stations are within Zone 6 
even though they are further 
away from London than Epsom, 
that the continued exclusion of 
Epsom from the zone is therefore 


“inequitable and illogical”, and 
the fact that some bus routes in 
Epsom fall within Zone 6 and oth¬ 
ers do not is “confusing”. 

Coun Smith also said students, 
young people and the elderly are 
particularly affected by the cur¬ 
rent situation. 

She has not yet received a re¬ 
sponse to the letter, but said she 
will write a reminder to Mr John¬ 
son if she does not hear back 
soon. 

Coun Smith said: “With Cross¬ 
rail potentially coming on the 
scene, it makes it even more im¬ 
portant that we are included in 
Zone 6. More people will be com¬ 
ing through Epsom. 

“And if they ever make up their 
minds on the hospital, with the 
way things are looking, it may 
mean more people need to use the 
station to get to wherever they 
need to go. 

“Epsom is disadvantaged.”
